INDIANAPOLIS; ind., Sept. 18—At 6 
o'clock this morning a fire broke out on the 
third floor in the five-story stone and brick 


building owned by Bastman, Schleicher & 


Lee, on the south side Washington street, 
between Meri and Pennsylvania streets. 
It was at once tealized that the fire would 
be a disastrous one and the entire fire de- 
partment was summoned. Notwithstand- 
ing the hard fighting on the part of the 
department to check ‘the flames, they soon 
spread to the four-story bullding of the 
Indiana Nafional Bahk, immediately east, 
of which Volney 7. Mallott is president. 
The building was soon at the mercy of the 
flames, which omontinued to spread and 
soon the entire northwest corner of the 
square was within the fire limit. 

The Western Union building, in the rear 
and fronting on South Meridian street, 
with Pearl street running along the south 
side, soon caught. This latter building is 
of brick and ig five-stories high. The up- 


per floor, used as the battery room, ans 
the next floor below. used as the operating 
room, were soon flooded with water and 
all wires were. burned off cutting off all 
coummunication with other points. a 
The furniture and china store of Eastman, 
her & Lee was one of the largest 
in the eountry, and an mense stock was 
c ed. The ‘entire. Hding and stock 
were, totally destroyed, and only the walls 
remain ona . 

The Indjana Bank pbuilding is completely 
wrecked. e banking room had recently 
been remodeled at ai cost ef about $60,000.

The crest vault in the Indiana National 
Bank, which is. situated in the rear of the 
building and fronting on Pearl street, con- 
tains nearly $2,000, in cash. The flamés 
licked clean eve N Around it but the 
money is bdelſeed to be safe. Across rhe 
alley from the burned quarter on Washing- 
ton street. stands the six-story Pettis dry 
goods building, 2 of stone and brick. 
The smoke penetrated titis building and the 
window sills caught fire. The water was 
turned on and the upper floor soon flooded. 
The water soaked clear through to the 
bosement and the loss will be tremendous.

The ‘Republicans of New York, acting |. 
through their State Convention, . 


formally entered Gov. Levi P. Mort 
the race for the presidential nomina hoo. 


This is more than an empty compliment. 
If the New York Republicans, as now 
seems probable, win a decisive victory at 
the November election, their voice will 
be potent in determining the selection 
ot the next Republican candidate for 
President. 

It is noteworthy thatjall the factions 
joined in this indorsement. The resolu- 
tion Was introduced by one of the so- 
called “reform” Republicans and it was 
carried unanimously, the Platt ma- 
chine” men being especially vociferous 
in their fndorsement. 

Should the Republicans win the anticl- 
pated victory in New York in Novem- 
ber, and should Gov. Morton retain his 
until the nominating convention 
next year, his candidacy will practically 
rule Thomas B. Reed out of the race. 
The favorite son of a doubtful State like 
New York, with its great electoral vote, 
will overshadow any other Eastern can- 
didate, especially one whose chief sup- 
port comes from States that are securely 
Republican, no matter who is the candi- 
date. Signs of physical weakness in Gov. 
Morton is about the only thing that will 
enable Reed to start in the race of 1896. 

But the most significant aspect of Gov. 
Morton’s unanimous indorsement by the 
State Convention.is the light it throws on 
the tendency of our politics. Gov. Mor- 
ton is in politics simply because he is 
rich and because he is willing to sub- 
scribe liberally to campaign funds. No- 
body thinks of him as astatesman. He is 
not a speaker, The simplest and briefest 
State paper has to be written for him. 
He is not a practical politician.” He 
is not a leader with a band of devoted 
followers, like Seward or Conkling or 
HIIIl. He is a rich man in politics and 
nothing more. 

Yet his nomination for the great office 
of President of the United States chal- 
lenges no dissent in his own party. 
Platt, Depew, Hiscock, ‘“‘Ham’” Fish, and | 
the rank and file of all the factions join 
in presenting him ta the American people 
as a fit candidate for the most august 
office on earth.

THE SOUTH’S BEST COURSE. 


Without the slightest idea of indorsing 
the violent protest of the African M. E. 
Conference, or the scarcely less violent 
comments of some Northern journals on 
the proposed adoption by the South Car- 
Olina Constitutional Convention of the 
“Mississippi plan“ of regulating the suf- 
frage, the Post-Dispatch suggests the 
wisdom of conservative action. 

The Mississippi plan requires every 
voter to be able to read satisfactorily and 
interpret any clause of the constitution. 
It was avyowedly adopted by Mississippi 
to prevent negro domination in elections, 
and is a legal but effective measure for 
that purpose. Although the point has 
never been tested, the fact that it does 
not discriminate on account of race, 
color or previous condition of servitude 
probably brings it in harmony with the 
Federal Constitution. It is better than 
any plan which involves irregularity or 
violence. 

But the comments on Mississippi's ac- 
tioh and on the proposed action of Soyth 
Carolina, and the suggestion that the 
representation of States limiting the 
suffrage be cut down show that the 


South suffers by every effort to deprive 


the negro of his vote. 

It would be wise in the South Carolina 
convention to consider whether the time 
has not passed for the Mississippi or any 
other plan of suffrage limitation. The 
negroes are rapidly coming to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that their interests are 
identical with those of the whites. It is 
possible to control a large element of them 
by intelligent appeal. The rapid indus- 
trial development of the South has 
started a tide of immigration which will 
probably maké restriction useless if it 
is not now so. 

The negro question is the last ditch of 
the enemies of the South and when that is 
adjusted on some equitable basis the race 
question” will cease to be an issue in 
politics.

“We would also therefore command the 
various Tartar’ Generals, Viceroys and 
Governors of the empire to impress upon 
all their subordinates the necessity of 
granting thorough protection to all the 
chapels, ete., in their districts. They are 
also to issue proclamations exhorting the 
people to abstain from listening to scurril- 
ous tales which excite unfounded suspicions 
in the breasts of all. If there be any who 
shall dare to raise disturbances in the fu- 
ture, they will be at once punished with the 
utmost severity of the law, and as to such 
of the local offigers as may use subterfuge 
and craft. to avoid their duties, they are 
to be most severely punished and no leni- 
ency shall be exercised in their cases. Let 
these commands be known to all within the 
empire.“ , 

Little value is attached by foreigners to 
this edict. It is now well understood that 
the orders of the Emperor of China have 
virtually no forte outside the walls of Pe- 
king. On several previous occasions edicts 
even more forcibly worded than the above 
have emanated from the throne, but for- 
eign property and forei lives remain as 
insecure as ever in the interior of, China. 

It is generally believed that the action of 


the British Government has fallen far short | 


of the —— — of the occasion. In- 
stead of dispatching a consul to investigate 
the ciroumstances connected. with the Ku- 
Cheng atrocities, the task should have been 
entrusted to a secretary of legation, and 
instead of Chinese escort, the Commis- 
sioner should have been accompanied by 
500 red-coats and blue-jackets.
